I recommended a priority separation for David A. Rogers 
in a letter dated May 3, 1985. You asked that I further 
document my reasons for taking this action* 

In April 1?85 I. D. fields, who is the officer assigned to 
juvenile matters of the Marion City Police department, 
visited our office* He informed me that David A. Rogers 
(one of our Scoutmaster s) was being investigate d for 
sexual child abuse with fe^^^^^ Si ^^j^^^^^ S One of 
the teachers at 4th grade at Colonial Acres School in 
Marion, suspected from some "comments and actions" of a 
grade school female, that she was being sexually abused. 
Officer ?ieids was on his way to remove the "block parent" 
sign from the home of David Rogers. He thought we should 
know about it* The block parent sign indicates a home 
children could go to if they thought their safety was 
being threatened in any way, A home with this sign would 
indicate to a child that they would be safe there* The 
Childress Service 3ureau took the doll (anatomically 
complete) to the school and questioned his daughter* They- 
were not able to get enough specific information from her 
to prosecute David* 

When officer fields gave us this information, we told him 
we were conducting our own investigation. Sis wife told 
one of David's favorite Scouts prior to a camp-out that 
David had planned to "sleep with him and was going to zip 
the sleeping 1 bags together"* She warned the boy to beware 
of being molested*

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Jim Whitehead, DiWStct Sjcecutive and I decided to^R.1 the minister 
of the church that sponsors the troop. He, Rev. T. 2. Donaugh, Pastor 
of Wesley United Methodist Church, agreed to talk to David's wife and 
find out why she warned the scout about her husband. 

Rev. Donaugh was delaying his agreed upon action - two weeks or more 
had gone by 3ince he agreed to take action. 

David's application for scoutmaster did not indicate that he had been 
associated with any other council. However, his conversation indicated 
he had been associated with scouting in Detroit. 

I wrote to Joe Wycoff in Detroit to see if they had any information on 
David. In response to my letter, Floyd Siefert, Field Director of Detroit, 
called me. He told me that they (apparently he and Joe) had asked David 
to resign as scoutmaster because of some remarks he had made to some scouts 
at their summer camp. David resigned immediately with no fight. I 
understand that he had told one boy "when I am horny, it doesn't matter - 
male or female 11 . The boy reported him to the Camp Director. 

After getting this information we told the minister that he cannot delay 
any longer. We would take action if he didn't. He had told us David 
broke the church rules by smoking in the church and was heard cursing in' 
the church. I told the minister this is all he needs to fire David as 
scoutmaster - that he could do it on those grounds without fear of a 
lawsuit. We would fire him but we had to be much more careful. We begged 
him to act. 

He acted. On may 2, 1985 Rev. Donaugh, the churches Scouting Coordinator - 
Roy Buckingham, Jim Whitehead - District ^Executive and I met with David 
Rogers at Buckingham's home. 

David was told that they had some complaints from some of the boys and 
decided to relieve him as scoutmaster of the church's troop. The minister 
hinted to David that they had had some differences between them (smoking 
in church - cursing in church - is what he was referring to). 

David resigned saying he obeyed the Scout Law - to be obedient - and he 

would accept the order from his superiors without question. Silence 

prevailed. We were ready for a fight - thankfully we got none. To be 

sure he knew what was going on, I said "David, there is more involved, as 

you know, than we have discussed. I want you to know that I was in contact 

with the Detroit Council, and I have information on that situation. We all 

shook hands and left. As far as I know there have been no further complications. 

My "personal" analysis of David Rogers - He lacks education, is sometimes 
crude. He is not a good example for youth. He is on disability benefits 
from a "back injury". I don't think he wants to work if he can avoid it. 
I think he wants to live by "high ideals" but he can't. He should not be 
a youth leader. If he hasn't already molested some young people physically, 
he has by suggestion. He is a "time bomb" in my opinion for a serious sexual 
abuse problem. Youngsters should not have close contact with this man, for 
their own good and for his good.
